FIGHTING FLOQUET. 


BITTER DENUNCIATION or THE NEW CAB- 
INET BY MODERATE REPUBLICANS. 


The Strength Developed by Clemencean in 
the Chamber of Deputies—An Interview 
With Boulanger—The General Keeping 
His Policy a Secret—Cyoclists in the Es- 
glish Army—Minister Phelps Sails for 
America—Foreign News. 


Special Cablegram te the Post-Dispatch, 
LonpDon, April é4.—As was clearly foreseen, 
Floquet's Cabinet is no sooner complete than 
it is vigorously assailed in more than one 
quarter. The strongest denunciations come 
from his own side, the Moderate Republicans. 
The Journal des Debats publishes the most 
violent article that has probably ever ap- 
peared in that paper. It describes Floquet’s 
antecedents and says he had to be imprisoned 
during the rising ot the Commune. It further 
declares that nothing else could be expected 
but what is despicable and deadly from a per- 
sonage whose biography is a long series of 
evils, but the result confirms the most gloomy 
anticipations, etc., eto. The conduct of Ri- 
card and Roubet in refusing to join the Min- 
istry atthe eleventh hour on the ground that 
they disagreed with the revision scheme occa- 
sions much surprise, as it was known 
from the first that an advanced republican 
government like that of Flouquet’s would 
be compelled to insist on the revision of the 
constitution. The state of the parties proves 
to be unworkable. There is little chance of 
conciliating the Senate. The voting for Presi- 
dent of the Chamber yesterday was rather a 
surprise, owing to the large number of votes 
secured by Clemenceau. The voting on these 
occasions is secret, hence some reactionares 
were able to vote in his favor under the im- 
pression that he is the least 6bjectionable, as 
being the most dangerousto the Republic. 
Whether they are right in this view is, of 
course, a matter of opinion. It is quite cer- 
tain that Clemenceau has a large following in 
the country, owing not ouly to his Liberal 
tendencies, but consistent condemnation of 
useless military enterprises abroad. 
. 


GEN. BOULANGER. 


The Retired Warrior Chats About His Can- 
didacy for the Chamber. 


LONDON, April 4.—A correspondent of the 
Pali Mail Gazette had an interview with Gen. 
Boulanger atthe Hotel Louvre in Paris last 
evening. There was a long string of visitors 
in the corridor waiting for an audience with 
the General. The interviewer found Gen. 


Boulanger to be a slightly bent, full-bodied 


man of medium height, with iron-gray hair, 
which is turning silvery. He has a kindly, 
honest face of the bourgeois type. His 
countenance shows no evidence of kcenness or 
cuteness. On thecontrary,it has a weary,sleepy 
and over-burdened appearance. In regard to 
his candidacy for the Chamber of Deputies for 
the Department of the Nord, and his reasons 
for not going there to conduct his own can- 
vass he said that he was not like any ordinary 
Candidate; he did not appeal to the electors 
on petty departmental questions, but as the 
representative of a great principle; there 
fore, his presence in the department was not 
needed, victory being certain. 

THE PRINCIPLE HE REPRESENTED, 
he said, was the revision of the Constitution. 
The Chamber of Deputies had been stricken 
with impatience and he no longer represented 
the people. Inthe dissolution of the Cham- 
ber and revision of the Constitution was the 
only remedy forthe evil. Being asked to ex- 
plain the basis of his plan of revision, he 
sald: That is my secret, which I shall keep 
to myself. That is my policy.’’ He refused to 
explain his plans because he feared they 
would be criticised and thwarted before there 
was a chance to put them into execution. He 
said he would wait until the time was ripe and 
then reveal them. He declared decisively 
that the ministry would not lastlong. The 
present month would be the utmost limit of 
its life. In the meantime, he intended to re- 
serve his plans and walt. 

THE NEW CABINET. 

Paris, April4.—The new cabinet consists of 
one member of the Extreme Left, five members 
of the Radical Left and four Moderates. 

CANNOT AGREE. 

The committee of the Chamber of Deputies 
to which was referred the proposal of the 
Panama Canal Company to issue a lottery 
loan are equally divided for and against the 
loan, and therefore will report to the Chamber 
that they are unable to arrive at a decision. 

CHIEF OF THE GENERAL STAFF. 

Gen. Warnet, Commander of the Thirty- 
fourth Division ofthe army, will probably be 
appointed Chief of the Generel Staff of the 
War Office. 

THE OPPORTUNISTS, 

It is stated that the Opportunists in the 
Chamber of Deputies are preparing for an im- 
mediate interpellation of the Government in 
regard to its genera) policy. 

PRESS COMMENTS. 

Only the Radical journals approve Premier 
Floquet's declaration of the policy of the 
Ministry. The Journal des Debats and the Re- 
publigue Francaise assert that the statement 
encourages demagoguery. The /igaro hopes 
for an early alliance of the party of the Right 
and the Opportunists.

VERY JOYOUS. 


Broadway Looming Up as a Retail Thor- 
oughfare as Illustrated by an Important 
Transaction This Morning—Sales Made 
and Prices Obtained To-Day—Real Prop- 
erty News. 


Quite an important event, and one of espe- 
cial interest to Broadway merchants, was the 
execution of a bond to-day by the Ely & 
Walker Dry Goods Company, insuring to W. 
F. Orow and Joseph M. Hayes a ten-year 
lease of the five-story building fronting 
72 feet at the northwest corner 
of Broadway and St. Charles streets. Ely & 
Walker now occupy the premises for their 
wholesale business, but have arrangements 
perfected to move into the imposing eight- 
story structure covering half a block which 
John R. Lionberger is now building for 
their use at the southwest corner of 
Eighth and Washington avenue.

CONFESSED HIS CBIME. 


Hanging of Luther Shaffer for a Double 
Murder at Lock Haven, Pa. 


Look HavVEN, Pa., April 4.—Luther Shaffer 
was taken from his cell at II o’clock to-day 
and hanged. The man ascended the steps to the 
gallows with atirm tread and was supported 
by Fathers Subert and Sheridan. On the scaf- 
fold Shaffer stepped to the front and said: 


‘*Good-bye, gentlemen,‘I am going now; I 
hope to meet you ailin heaven.’’ After kiss- 
ing the priests and the crucifix, he bade them 
good-bye, and the noose was adjusted. Ten 
minutes after the drop fell the pulse was 
hardly perceptible and at eighteen min- 
utes after it had ceased to beat. A 
statement made by Shaffer recently under 
oath to W. H. Clough, attorney for John- 
son, is published in the Evening Express to- 
day, in which Shaffer admits the crime, 
and exonerates Johnson. Clough and Myop, 
Johnson’s attorneys, sent the statement to 
the Governor, asking for a respite in order 
to have Shaffer testify for Johnson, but 
executive clemency was refused. 

SHAFFER’S CRIME. 

The crime for which Luther Shaffer was exe- 
cuted was the double murder of Isiah and 
Nora Colby at Cherry Run, Olinton Co., Pa., 
last August. The discovery that the murder 
had been done was made on Monday, August 
7, decomposure having begun led to the sup- 
position that they had been killed on the 
morning of the day previous. In the 
house near where the bodies lay 
was found a little child of the 
the Murdered people, only one year old. It 
was nearly starved. Shaffer had been seen 
near the Colby home, and it was learned that 
a watch owned by the murdered man had been 
seen in his possessiona few days after the 
murder. Discovering that he was suspected, 
Shaffer fled, but was captured and taken to 
Lockhaven, where he was tried and convicted. 
The evidence against him was purely circum- 
stantial, but conclusive of his guilt.No defense 
was made by his attorneys and he never 
denied having been present when the murder 
was committed, but allthrough his confine- 
ment insisted that others were implicated. It 
was evident that the woman was ravished 
after being shot, as her clothing was torn to 
shreds ,andjthere were indications that a strug- 
gle had taken place inthe field near the house 
where the bodies was found. Essie Kline, 
James Kline and John W. Johnsoa, 
were indicted with Shaffer for the murder, 
but for lack of evidence against them the 
Klines were discharged. Johnson was brought 
to trial and conyicted of murder in the first 
degree. Anew trialhas been asked for in his 
case, but as yet has neither been granted nor 
refused. Shaffer was but little past 22 years 
of age when the crime was committed, and 
was of respectable parentage, his father be- 
ing a presperous flour and feed dealer in the 
city of Lockeaven.

THE POLITIOAL RESULT OF CHAMBERLAIN’S 
AMERICAN MISSION. 


The Great Fuss Made Over the Birming- 
ham Statesman—Condition of the Ger- 
man Emperor—Sir Morell Mackenzie’s 
Leave of Absence—The Dusky Harem 
Presented to the King of Portugal by 
the King of Dahomey. 


Bpecial Cablegram tothe Post-Dispatch. 
Lonpon, April 4.—Mr. Chamberlain has been 


feted at Birmingham on his return from bis 
American trip, and he has only himself and 
his friends to thank that the guests, with but 
one or two exceptions, consisted of Conserva- 
tives and Liberal-Unionists. Both he and 
they have sought to use the trip for party pur - 
poses, and his own family organ bas even ug 
gested that his diplomatic success clearly 
proves him to be the man—and the only man— 
able to grapple with the Irish question. Mr. 
Chamberlain in bis speech was indignant at 
any one supposing that he was actuated 
by personal considerations in going to 
America. He was, he explained with 
that ingenuous self-appreciation which 
has before now excited many smiles, 
the one man who could settle the dispute be- 
tween the Dominion and the United States, 
and therefore he felt it his duty when called 
upon by the appreciative Lord Salisbury to 
encounter the perils of the ocean and betake 
bimeelf to Washington. It was true, he 
added, that the dispute was not yet settled. 
But if the treaty be not ratified by the Ameri- 
can Senate and accepted by the Dominion 
Parliament what ofthat? To deserve success 
is more meritorious than to succeed. The fact 
is that at any moment an arbitrator might have 
settled the fishery question on the lines of com- 
mon sense. The difficulty has been that the 
Americans and Canadians have conflicting 
views as to the settlement. Mr. Chamberlain 
has submitted to them his view of what would 
bea reasonable arrangement, and it remains 
to be seen whether they will concur. I trust 
that they will, but it seems to me so doubtful 
that [cannot help thinking that the Unionist 
and Tory bands are a little anticipating mat- 
ters by striking up ‘‘See the Conquering Hero 
Comes. 

What will be do with it? In foreign coun- 
tries when the monarch bestows his miniature 
upon one of his subjects the proud recipient 
wears it on his breast.

A.LEGAL-SEPARATION ENDS THE-LINDS- 
LEY-DE MARY TROUBLES. 


The Familiar Attachment Once More Be- 
fore the Public—Mrs. Lindsley’s Suit for 
Divorce Granted by Judge Valliant—A 
Ceurtship That Flourished Under Pain- 
ful Cire stances—The Stern Parent,“ 
an Elopement, Blighted Dreams and 
the Court Docket—A Story of Woman’s 
Constancy. 


The case of Kittie F. Lindsley vs. Ashby T. 
Lindsley came up in Judge Valliant’s court 
this morning. It was the most unromantio 
ending of the romantic attachment of the 
former Miss Kittie De Mary and young Lind - 
sley—romantic, not in the shape of guitars, 
midnight serenades and a female college, but 
in the opposition of the stern parent, the 
father of the lady, Thomas O. De Mary, and 
ber mother. That there was opposition 
to the affectionate linking of the two young 
lives there could be no mistake. Persons for 
several blocks around the De Mary residence, 
latterly at Easton and Page avenues, could 
testify to that, as young Lindsey seldom called 
at the parental abode without the neighbor- 
hood being treated to the amusing spectacle 
of the young lover enjoying a cannonade of 


rocks with the father across the 
street, or receiving a maternal 
benediction in the shape of dirty 


water from the windows above. There were a 
number of street encounters dating back to 
the beginning ofthe attachment, which sprung 
up over four years ago. As far back as that 
time Mr. De Mary, the father, met Lindsley, 
who was at the house trying to see Miss Kittie. 
There was a lively fracas right on the side- 
walk, in which Mr. De Mary's strong arm fell 
heavily on the young man, who re- 
taliated with stores.

The President Mitigates the Sentence of the 
Court-Martial.

The play, while it has stron resemblances 
to Claude Melnotte,’’ yet differs sufficiently 
from it to give it original interest, while it is 
yet pervaded by the lofty and ideal romanti- 
cisem which makes the former so popular.

DOINGS IN THE COURTS. 


A RESTRAINING ORDER IN THE POPLAR 
STREET SALOON-LICENSE CASE. 


— —— 


The Petition of the Evans Tobacco Ware- 
House Company Presented Before Judge 
Lubke To-Day—A Question of Convey- 
ance for Signatures Involved—The Di- 
vorce Mill Actively Operating—Cases 
Before Judges Valliant, Dillon and Sed- 
den—New Suits Filed—Matters im Pro- 
bate. 


A petition for an injunction against the City 
Collector, H. Clay Sexton, was presented to- 
day in Judge Lubke’s court by Messrs. Smith 
and Harrison, who appeared in behalf of the 
Evans Bros. Tobaceo Warehouse Company. 


The petitioners alleged that an effort 
was being made on a colorable claim 
to obtain a license fer a dramshop 


on the southeast corner of Twelfth and Poplar 
streets, in the immediate vicinity of the 
Union Depot. In order to qualify before the 
Collector in applying for the license it was 
alleged that the applicant, John O’ Neill, had 
caused to be made colorable conveyances of 
sixty feet of ground on Popiar street to twelve 
different parties whose signatures supported 


the application forthe license and furnished 
the requisite majority of tax-paying citizens 
onthe bloek. The Cireuit Court is asked to 
investigate these alleged conveyances of a 
small parce] of ground among twelve persons 
and set them aside on the ground of fraud; 
likewise to restrain the Collector from issuing 
a license for the saloon onthe ground that it 
is not desired by the majoritv of the citizens 
on the block and that the assenting signatures 
were obtained by fraud. 

Judge Lubke granted a temporary restrain- 
ing order on the Collector, returnable next 
Saturday, and an order to show cause on that 
day why the injunction should not be granted. 


Crushedina Collisien. 


A jury was called in Judge Lubke’s court 
to-day for trial of the damage suit brought in 
behalf of George L. Morgan against the Cable 
& Western Railway Company and the North- 
ern Central Railroad Company. This is a 


claim of 33,00 on account of injuries 
sustained in a collision ef cars at 
Eigteenth and Wash streets. From 


the evidence it appeared that the plaintiff, a 
young man of 20 years, was on a crowded 
cable car when it approached the Northern 
Central crossing. An excavation under the 
cable track at the time rendered it necessary 
for the Northern Central cars to be bauled 
across by ropes. Itis alleged that no brake 
power was appliea to the frontof the North- 
ern Central car, and it crashed into one of the 
cable coaches. Morgan wes seriously injured 
in one of his limbs, and it is claimed that the 
accident was caused by gross carelessness on 
the part of the employes of both companies.

AN HOUR WITH DANTE. 


DENTON J. SNIDER’S TALK AT ST. GEORGE’S 
GUILD ROOM, 


3 


The Ladies and the Gentlemen Who Sat and 

Listened to the Lecture—The Dante Class 
and the Course of Lectures—A Synopsis 
of Mr. Snider’s Remarks. 


Dante—with a broad, long-drawn A, please— 
and his Divine Comedy have ever been favor- 
ite themes for dissection and study with those 
St. Louls ladies whose knowledge of the poet 
has been materially fostered and enhanced 
under the guidance of Dr. Wm. T. Harris. 
To the vulgar mind an acquaintance 
with the Italian bard comes most- 
ly through hastily-skimmed transla- 
tions lof the Inferno or the 
story of Francesca da Rimini as interpreted 
by Lawrence Barrett; but to many ladies who 
are wives and mothers and to not a 
few younger ones, equally well known 
in society circles, an analysis of the 
three mystic cantos so wierdly picturing the 


aspect of the soul in hell, purgatory 
and paradise, amounts to a veritable 
hobby. Dante is in truth to these 
cultured St. Louisans what Browning 


is affected to be in certain Eastern cities, and 


whether the poet’s devotees have followed his 
melanchol symbolism in the musical 
meter 0 the original terza cima, 
or have conned the iambics through 
the medium of a translation, their en- 
thusiasem is the same. Formerly’ the 


mystical pursuit was confined to a fav- 
ored few, who, vulgariy speaking, bad 
organized a Dante trust from which 


all but true disciples were vigorously ex- 
cluded, while seoffers were given to under- 
stand that they migut as well abandon from 
the outset all hope of entering there.But all this 
i» changed and the ten lectures on Dante 
and his works now in process of delivery at 
the guild room of St. George’s Church are 
accessible to all.Mr. Denton J.Snider delivered 
the second one of the series yesterday — „ 
entitled Dantes Art, for the edification o 
Rev. R. A. Holland, Rev. J. C. Learned, Dr. 
Wm. T. Harris and over thirty ladies of all 
congregations and from all parts of the city. 
Among these last were Mmes. Lackland, Ster- 
ling, Tiffany, Cole, Pulsifer, Richards, Mack- 
aye, Harrison, Steadman and Misses Rich- 
ards, Harrison, Ellinger and schmidt. 
THE LECTURE 

Mr. Snider spoke for more than an hour, 
confining a great part of his lecture to the 
Inferno, and particularly to that portion of it 


portraying the attitude of Dante’s mind to- 
ward the finite and the infinite, 
and which was exemplified in 


the animals and men peopling the nethermost 
Death, said Mr. Snider, was 


from the Christian point of view not 
a negation, as when mortal man van- 
ished he became immortal. Thus 
the mere wasting away and decay 


ot the body was to Dante not only not nega- 
tive, but something that arose in assertion of 
the infinite nature of man. The abodes in the 
Inferno pictured by the poet were derived from 
nature, but had been demonized by him from 
the attitude that no man could be saved who 
could accept even the animal in him as an 
indication ofthe infinite, who could become 
a demon by compromising the infinite witn 
the finite. In the Inferno there usually ap- 
peared at the entrance of each circle 
tie shapes of animals, monstroc- 
ities grotesque and revolting, all 
demonized in their haif-human appearance 
and intending to show that the dog, for ex- 
ample, was as a dog harmless, 
but that man in such semblance 


wasamonster. Everywhere the grotesque 


was to be seen, as when the wrath 
of the Minetaur was pictured in his 
appearance to Virgil and Dante. Was 


this idea of grotesqueness absurd? Of 
course it was absurd, and rightly, since it was 
meant to portray evil. A similar idea had been 
embodied in stone, as witness the Gargoyles, 
sometimes appearing as ornaments to 
churches, the portrayal of Satan as a comic 
figure in the miracie plays, and the conduct of 
Goethe's Faust in the court of heaven. The lec- 
turer then passed to the manner in which 
Dante had peopled the Inferno with Greek 
heroes, Roman Generals and famous men of 
bis own time, men who to Dante had 
denied their infinite nature and were satisfied 
with the finite side, In the Paradiso the 
poet had acknowledged his powerlessness, 
but nevertheless had escribed the 
indescribable and had uttered the 
unutterable. . Harris spoke 
at some length at the conclusion of Mr, Sni- 
der’s remarks, contrasting the attitude of 
mind possessed by Goethe and Dante, and 
how the German poet was baffled by the ideas 
and sentiments of the Italian.

The Garfield Statue and the Confederate 
Monument,

NEW YORK, April 4.—Two great memorials 
will be placed in position in May. One will be 
a statue of President Garfield, now almost 
finished. It is of heroic size and inCarrara mar-

The statue will be placed on a pedestal raised 
three or four feet from the surface of the path- 
way.
